Mr. Ras- 
mussen’s adventures will’ make 
interesting treading when he is 
well enough to relate all that has 
befallen him—bis life among the 
bandits and the dodges they em- 
ployed to escape from the search 
parties that were always on the 
Tookout for them—at one time 
the brigands bid their captive in

Extonsive pilferage of cargo at 
this port has called for energetic 
moxsures on. the part of Mesars, 
Alfred Hott and Company, man- 
agers of she well-known Blus 
Funnel Line. A special ‘re- 
presentative of the Company has 
arrived at Hongkong with powers 
to instisute such measures as are 
necessary to ensble « chock to be 
pot on sllsoch thefts, © | - 

To an interview with the special 
representative, @ reporter of the 
Telegraph was enabled to obtain 
an impression of the extent of 
such pilferage and the messures 
that have been instituted by the 
Blue Funnel Line at their 
ports of call to deal with the 
problem. Millions of pounds 
have been lost by British 
Companies through this practice, 
and in the case of Messrs. Holt 
alone, the. amount paid ovt 
against claims by shippers has 
reached the large sum of £169,000. 
It bas become necessary.if a stop 
is to be put to further losses, to 
set «6 ap system which 
will guarantee better protection 
than the Police can give. 
Thefis of cargo are not confined 
to wharves or docks-alone, but 
there is evidence to show thst 
seamen have also been implicated 
either by direct participation or 
by collusion with the dock gangs. 
Todeal with the problem ic all 
its ramifications Measrs. Hols 
have organised a -system of 
detection which necessitates 
the placiog of watchmen not 
only on the wharves but also 
aboard the Hines o7 voyage. To 
thie method the representative at- 
tributes the already remarkable 
reguctian in the number of 
thefss raported. . 

It was Printed our by the re- 
presentarive tha: the syotert was 
Me-srs. Holt’s sloze, and that 
other eaipping companies have 
ot yet failen into line with it. 
The question of responsibility for 
these thefta has formed tha sub- 
ject of mach correspondence 
between shipping and inscrance 
compaties, bu: unlike the Bive 
Funnel Line, other shipping 
companies have been content with 
reterring claims made by abippers 
on this count to the insurance 
people. He expressed with eEtis- 
facto the assistance rendered 
bim vs cue Hongkong Police in 
bis efforts to put a stop to pit- 
farsge at this port, at least so 
fares his company is concerned.

THE CONFERENCE AND CHENA. 


London, Nov. 28. 

Ay specia! message from Washington says the Conference is 
unceasingly persevering in its tasks, gradually overcoming ob- 
stacles and clearing the way for solid achievements. The fears 
expressed abroad ef certain Powers trying to wreck the Conference 
are not seriously regarded as the wreckers would only injure 
themselves. Japan tenaciously clings to her demand for a ratio of 
seventy per cent. instead of sixty in capttal ships as-compared with 
Britain and America. 

As regards China, negotiations are progressing satisfactorily. 


The delegates regard tho idea of the regulation of the questicn of 


extra-territoriality and mixed tribunals favourably but declare that 
& thorovgn inquiry is necessary inte the existing situation. The 
‘status of foreign Post Offices raises the question <f reconciling their 
eficiency and security with reasonable Chinese desires: but the 
succeas of these undertakings, as well as the more complex questions 
of financial reorganisation and disarmament, inevitably depend upon 
the Chinese establishing a government able to act in the name of 
the whee of China. It is pointed out that the foreign Powers, no 
matter how well disposed toward China, cannot establish an in- 
dependent Chinese Government and, without financial reorganisa- 
tion, which is impossible except, under ‘foreign ‘supervision, no 
Chinese Government can exercise authority or remain independent 
of the influence of individual foreign Powers. The Chinese ques-

[It seems a little ironical that after all these years of 
close assoviation between Britishers and Chinese in the

Chinese Sovereignty. 
As the reports concerning 
China come along it must be 
confesaed that tha impression of 
topey-turvydom grows rather 
than diminishes. From Washing- 
ton we hear that the assembled 
Powers have adopted a re 
solution in favour of the 
abolition of forsign post-offices 
in China on January 1, 1923. 
Tr also appears to be agreed that 


“T° extrality” muat go. This latter 


decision, however, is qualified by 
the phrase “in principle,” which 
may mean that things are pretty 
much as thes were. The Powars 
had already agreed tothe abolition 
of extra-territoriality when China 
shall have established a suitable 
judicial system. It is aasy to un- 
deratand the feelings of a coun- 
itry with China’s ancient'civilisa- 
tion at having Ker sovereign 
rights held in abeyance, but 
prominent Chinese have fait 
compell-d to acknowledge the 
detects upon which extra-territor- 
tality ia based. In regard to the 
post-offices, very considerable 
progress bas been made—largels, 
it should be’ added, with foreign 
aid. Regarding legs! privileges, 
credit must be givan ta Chinese 
jurists for their efforts in evolving 
a modern code. That, however, 
is only the first step. Were the 
code drafted by a Justinian, it 
would be of little use in the 
absence of efficient administra- 
tion. A Peking report announces 
that the salsries of the official 
staffs ate so much in arrear that 
“the Government is now ont of 
the habit of paying “them”. 
Strikes and threats of strikes are 
the order of the day, the Ministry 
of Justice being one of the 
departments affected, When that 
kind of thing goes on with the 
eyes of the world upon China, 
what is going to happen at 
other times?

Far East there should be cause to discuss such @ question 
as the non-friendliness of Britain for @hina,*yet it isa 
fact that in very many quarters such a question is being 
debated in all seriousness. The views of one of Britains 
delegates to the Washington Conference regarding the 
nature of the financial] assistance which might be given to 
China and the conditions governing that assistance seem 
to have upset quite a lot of people, though we should have 
thought that the Chinese peeded no convincing that 
Britain bas always been among their best, friends and on 

" many occasions has exerted her influence in highly bene- 
“ficial directions. Whatever the Washington , delegate’s 
proposals may have been we are quite sure they were 
framed inaspirit of helpfulness and not in a spirit of 
domination. 

In the Daily Pree of yesterday morning there was a 
lengthy article and leader on the question of -Hgngkong’s 
attitude towards Cantup and we cannot but view it as 
extremely unfortunate that need should have arisen for 
apy such discussion. The interests of the two places are 
so identical—the success of the one makes for success of 
the other—tbat to talk-of animosity between them is almost 
tantamount to:'talk of suicide. There bas, of course, been 
a little friction and disappointment over the fact that the 
Hongkopg Government has not been free to, recognise 

- Canton’s Government and there were some unfortunate 
mistakes made at the timeaf Dr. Sun's inauguration as 
* President.. But we aihrm that it is false to speak of 
animosity between the two peoples and we think there is 
absolutely nogrounds for assuming that Hongkong is jealous 
of Canton in a commercial way. Rightly ar wrongly. we 
sense a little anti-British propagand oi this matter—not 


on the part of the Chine~e. but op the part of others who are 


out to profit by British discomnfiture We have been favoured 
with the latest issue of the Chén: Rerivir, published by 
‘American Chinese in New York in sympathy with Canton’s 
cause and we regret to find in it a great deal derogatory 
to Sino British friendship. In discussing a statement by 

' Viscount James Bryce, former British Ambassador to the 
United States. made revarding the Washingtou Conference 
and in which Viscount Bryce states that there is no reason 
why Great Britain and the United States should diverge 
in any way where the interests of China are concerned, a 
writer in this magazine. says:—‘“It is surprising that 
such an eminent historian as Viscount Bryce, if he bases 
his present vision ipon past performances, cannot see why 
Great Britain atid the United States should not diverge 

_ in any way where the interests of China are concerned. It 
is possible that Viscount Bryce bas overlooked the case of 
Cassel Collieries in Kwangtung and a few other matters 
of similar nature. wherein. it is certain the underhand 
methods employed by British interests in.exploiting Caina 
woald never be countenanced by the people of the United 
States —.——. Possibly he sees that the present 
‘United States government intends to insist upon the policy 
of the Open Door and he knows that this will strike at_the 

. very root of British and Japanese policies in China. Per- 
haps the drop of oil is merely to ease any tension in 
Washington which might occur were the truth regarding 
the attitude of the governments of Great.

"CHINA'S NEED OF 
SHIPPING LAWS. - 


. —_ aoe 
Neglect of Maritime 
Regulations. 


Howevar chaotic may be the 
condition of China to-day—polit. 
ically and oconomically—it is a 
tairly safe assumption that the» 
will come a time when the 
Chinese nation wil! turo from its 
Present occupation of intarnal 
biokering, distrust, nutual slaugh- 
ter, wasteful spending an useless 
military operations and revert to 
or adopt a system calculated to 
bring to the country economic 
salvation and a more or lesa Last- 
ing peace. Suoh a change is 
bound ultimately ta come— 
whether it will be brought about 
by international intervention, by 
the efforts of the Chinese people 
themselves, or by “any other 
moans, is, at present im- 
material for present conditions 
in the land render the achieving 
of the end far more important 
than the means to that end. 

Even before the Revolution, 
China bas aspirations to becoma 
an important maritime nation, 
bat the events of the past decade, 
and particularly of the Inst two 
years, have so jeopardised any 
ecbances in that direction that 
now they cannot possibly be 
realized fully for many years to 
come, even under the most 
favourable of conditions. If the 
China-to-be is to develop into 
anything like a maritima nation, 
one of the first steps to be taken 
when ber house is once again put 
io some degree of order will be 

- the drafting and adoptian of a set 
of real laws relating to China’s 
merchant shipping. 

The only thing of that nature 
which she possesses at the pre 
sent time is that set of regulations 
regarding karbours, channels, 
etc, which were brought into 
operation during the regime of 
the Iste Sir Robert Harts more 
than half-s-century agoand which, 
with, of course, modifications and 
amendments, are in ‘force at the 
present day. [t is true that 
China is a power signatory to 
that set of world regulations 

» Known popularly asthe “Interna- 
tions! Rule of the Road,” but 
beyond that she has no shipping 
regulation under which any of ber 
mariners could be arraigned for 
maritinje misdemesnonur, nothing 
toeay Shocan and who cannot, 
who shall and who shall not, serve 

“asa merchant service officer, and, 
in geversl, nothing which could 
be of tho slightest usein maintain- 
ing and controlling the merchant 
marine to which she aspires. 

Tt is true that China ix not a 
great seafaring nation, sct never- 
theless she possesses hundreds of 
ships, ranging from ocean-golng 
freighters to steam ferry boats. 
We may mention in passing that 
at present there-are seventy-four 
shipping companies registered in 
China, the agzregate capital 
being Mex $10,189,000, plus Tle. 
7,319,000. plus Y¥.200.000, the 
Targest of the companies concern- 

‘ed (the China Sferchants’ Steam- 

ship Navigation Co, Ltd.) with 
$4,000,000 and the smallest 
(the Yung Chi SN. Co, 
Ltd.) with $3,000. Weareunsble 
to ascertain accurately the total 
tonnage of vessels operated by 
those seventy-four companies, 
many of which do not operate a 
vessel of 100 tons. 

Shipping laws have been found 
to be an absolute neressity bs 
conntries owning even iess ship- 
ying than doeg China, and if 
China is tver to achieve the 
ambition of many of her song— 
thatehe be worthily represented 
in the merchant marine of the 
world, the first step to be taken 
will not be the acquisition of a 
hoge fleet of freighters or other 
vessels, but the adoption of a set 
of sbipping laws (on the lines of 
those of any great maritime 
nation) which wi!l meet all evon- 
tualities, national and interna- 
tional. 

There has ben a great 
deal of agitation ‘among certain 
elements in some of the Chinese 
shipping companies to eliminate 
the foreigner and substitute him 
by native Chinese. The idea is 
both patriotic and laudable but, 
nevertheless, rather impracticable 
at present, and if some .of the 
advocates of the change were to 
concentrate the energies which 
thoy are utilizing in this matter, 
oMBthe subject of the necessity 
of shipping laws, they would be 
doing & service which would 
result ultimately in benefit to 
their national shipping and to the 
individual companies in which 
thay are interested.—Shinping and 
Engineering.

FORMER CHIEF JUSTICE 
OF THE S.

Appreciation of Sir Lionel 
Cox. ; 


|_ Reference to the death of Sir 
William Henry Lionel Cox, ‘for- 
metly Chief Justiea of the Straits 
Setdemamts was made in the 
Supreme Court at Singapore. The 
Chief Justice, Sir Walter Shaw, 
was accompanied on the Bench 
by Mr. Justice Barrett-Lennard. 
Leading Members -of tha Singa- 
pore Bar were present, among 
them being the Attorney-General, 
Sir J.W. Murisan, the Public- 
Prosecutor, the Hon. Mr. G. G. 
Setb, the Official Assigaoa, the 
Hon. Mr. C. J. Saunders, ete. 
The Chief Justice said confirm- 
ation had bean received of the 
teport of the death of Sir Lionel 
Cox, who was for so many years 
the distinguished senior member 
of the Bench of thatCalony. The 
late Chisf Justice wont to the 
Straits in the year 1893 from the 
!Colony of Mauritius, where he 
had occupied an important post 
under Government, and he pre- 
sided on the Bench of the Colony 
for the period of 13 years. 
During that time “he earm- 
ed tha reputation of being 
a careful and upright judge. 
In his profession aod in his 
private lifa be was most popular. 
He had many friends here and 
those who koew him would 
greatly regret hisdeath. He was 
sorry to say that. he never met 
the late Chief Justice, bat there 
were several of the senior mem- 
bers of the Bar who knew him 
well and knew his singular gifts 
and gteast qualitics, On bebalf 
of the members of the Bench over 
which Sir Lionel presided for so 
many years, be would like to 
express to the friends of the 
Chief Justice theic sympathy in 
the grest loss they bad sustained. 
The Attorney-General said on 
behalf of the Bar he would like 
to say that they all associated 
themselves in every way with the 
reroarks which bad fallen from 
his Lordship’s lips. The period 
during which the Iate Chief 
Justice presided in that Court 
was longer in comparison with 
what usoally happened. During 
the whole of that time the late 
Sir Lionel earned the respect and 
affection of all those who practis- 
ed before him. He bad left, 
indeed. & great reputation for 
efSciency and courtesy to the 
Bar. He felt ita very great loss 
not to have been personally 
acquainted with him. Thera were, 
however, soroe present who were 
acquainted with him in his work. 
Therefore, while from informa- 
tion he had received, he endorsed 
what his Lordship bad said with 
regard to the good qualities of 
head.and beart of the late Chief 
Justice, be personally, through 
lack of acquaintance with him, 
was unable to do justice to his 
memory. His memory remained 
green among many people here, 
and in @& more permanent 
form it would remain green 
in the Reports of the Colony, 
where he had Jef many learned 
jodgments for the inspiration and 
instruction of thosa who were less 
abundantly endowed than ha was. 
He would ask Mr. Koek to sup- 
Plement the rernarks he had 
made, as he was for a fong time 
personally assaciated with the 
Jate Chief Justice. Before doing 
so he would like to express the 
hope that the remarks which had 
been made would be recorded on 
tbe Minutes of the Court and a 
copy of thern forwarded to the 
relations of the Chief Justice. 
Mr. Koek said, on behalf of 
those who bad the honour of 
practising before tho late Sir 
Lionel Cox, he wished to say that 
they all testified to his courtesy 
aud impartiality as a judge. His 
invariable patience and sympathy 
with litigants, poor or oppressed, 
became distinctive features of his 
character. His wide legal ex~ 
perience in the Civil Service in 
Mauritius greatly contributed 
to his success. as one of 
the able administrators of 
the Criminal -Law ip 
the Straits. As the Chief Justice 


bad stated, in private life he was| . 


most popular, being gifted with « 
charming mander and » kindly 
disposition. They who bad known 
the late Sir Lionel did indeed re- 


gret his death. He seconded tha] «

BY SINN FEIN. 


Story of an Attempted 
Execution. pt 


An extraordinary story was told 
ta Judge Johnston at Castleblay- 
noy Quarter Sessions arising out 
of a claim for compensation by an 
ex-Service man named John Mc- 
Cabe, who was tried by a Sinn 
Foin court as a spy, sentenced to! 
@eath, and after being attended 
to by a priest was taken out and 
shot, . 

Mfr. William Johoson, who ap- 
peared for the applicant, said that 
McCabe served during tha war 
with the 16th. Irish Division. On 
the termination of the war he 
commenced business asa traveller 


and went from house to house}. 


selling articles, For some reason 
or other he evidently incurred the 
suspicion of some members of 
the ~ Irish Republican Army." 

On Aprill4 lest, after he had 
sold a bicycle in Carrickma- 
cross, & stranger offered hiro 
a seat oo a motor car, which 
McCabe accepted. Thote were 
four men in the car, including 
the driver. The car proceeded 
for four or five miles and 
stopped at a gate which led 
into a house. McCabe was order- 
ed, opt of the car and his eyes 
were blindfolded with a handker- 
chief. He succeeded in removing 
the handkerchief and saw some 
of the party opening the gate. 
He ‘screamed for belp, but the 
men overpowered him and led 
him tothe house. The window 
of one of the rooms was broken 
and the three men went in 
through it, leaving the driver 
with the car. They forced 
McCabe to go in with them, and 
shen charged him with coming 
from Belfast to spy upon them. 

McCabe was bound, and two of 
the party in the course of the 
evening left the house, and re- 
turned with about fifteen other 
men, who also entered through 
the broken window. wot 

McCabe was again éharged 
and protested bis innocence. A 
priest was sent for, McCab3 being 
a,Catholic. He received absolo- 
tion, and then sppealed to the 
pries: to intercede with tha party 
tosave his life. The clergyman 
replied that he could not inter.. 
fere, and he then left through the 
broken window. 

McCabe was taken by the 
entire party across country, was 
made to face a bush, and a 
handkerchief was placed over his 
eyes. A shot rang out and 
McCabe fell on his side 
from the effects of a bullet wound 
inthe back. While lying on the 
ground he was shot in the thigh, 
and a third shot struck bim inthe 
bead. The party, evidently 
believing him to be dead; retired. 
After they” had gone McCabe 
struggled. to his feet and dragged 
himself, with his arms still 
pinioned, to two houses, where 
he sought admission, bat 
the occupants would not admit 
him. He struggled to an out- 
house and fell exhausted. He 
was discovered naxt morning by. 
the owner, who released him 
fromm the strap. 

McCabe gave evidence. and 
was swarded the sum of £4000, 
with £104 45. 6d. medical ex- 
peoses, and fifteen guineas for 
other expenseg.
